He speaks of Germ any's sorrows and the necessity 
of finding hitherto unheard of strength, nerves and 
determ ination to withstand its trials 
He promises 
his countrymen they will not surrender and urges 
them to be as brave as their soldiers at the front. 
This is not the boasting Hitler. This is a Hitler who 
must stand before his disillusioned countrymen and 
tell them they are getting licked; who must urge them 
to fight to the last m an 
Tills la not the fuehrer or­ 
ganizing a Germ an empire, but the politician presid­ 
ing at the collapse of an unsuccessful war 
The in­ 
domitable leader has nothing to offer now but n a ­ 
tional ruin 
Tile war Is not over, but the G erm an people are 
closer to acknowledged defeat than they ever were In 
World war I, which ended under circumstances that 
left most of them convinced they should have won. 
There could be nothing better done with Hitler when 
Germany has lost the war. lf he can lie captured alive, 
than to make him tell his own people day after day 
that he led them into defeat

(Ohio State Journal) 
The federal yoke has at last been clamped on the 
heck of free American labor Under a directive, whose 
egality is qustioned because it has 
no 
sanction 
by 
Congress, Manpower Cz,ar Paul McNutt orders that 
rom now on, any male American worker, except a 
farmer, who wants a job must go to the federal U. R 
Employment Service to find it and. if he does find It, 
take w hat the USER dictates. The only exceptions are 
tb ase that local USES boards themselves may 
make, 
such as granting "gate hire" permission. 
It is to be doubted whether any American ever ex­ 
pected to see In this country a situation under which 
our workers will operate Just as they would in a dicta­ 
torship McNutt, in fact, has set himself up as a dic­ 
tator In the field of labor and so long as the Roosevelt- 
New Deal-Communist party remains in power, labor 
has no assurance it will ever be freed from the federal 
shackles now clamped on it 
As Congressman Buffett of Nebraska expressed it. 
the true liberty of m an is

"Since the clean up of stray dogs 
is going on, and several dogs have 
shown rabies. I suggest a discussion 
of the proper treatm ent in suspected 
cases* Doctors do not seem to he 
alert to the danger. 
Two Fatal Cases 
"My own 
little boy died sud­ 
denly last fall. He was bitten by 
a neighbor’s St. B ernard through 
the lip. This was in June and the 
doctor 
said 
an tl-rab ic ' treatm ent 
was not necessary. The boy became 
suddenly sick 
in 
November with 
convulsions 
and 
fever 
and 
died 
34 hours later. I have since heard 
of another case, a lady who died 
very suddenly and the coroner said 
it was the result of a dog bite on 
the Un received six m onths before.” 
Rabies affects all m am m als and 
cases have been reported from the 
bite of skunks, wolves, 
cats 
and 
squirrels, but the responsibility of 
the spread of the disease to man 
rests mainly on flogs. Dogs are very 
susceptible to infection, m an very 
.slightly susceptible. 
If IO hum ans 
are bitten by a provedly m ad dog, 
and none of 
them 
receive 
im ­ 
munizing treatm ents, only one. ac­ 
cording to statistics, will on the av­ 
erage develop hydrophobia. 
Tile virus enters through the bite 
or any break in the skin (there are 
cases where the infection occurred 
in a cut on the 
hand 
when 
the 
owner petted a sicg dog and the 
dog licked the cut on the hand.) It 
travels along the nerve paths to 
the brain. T h at is why it usually 
f akes so long to produce symptoms. 
If it travelled by blood vessels the 
incubation period would be shorter. 
Types of Rabies 
In the dog the 
dumb 
form 
of 
••abies occurs in only about 20 pet 
•ent of eases And these are often 
the more dangerous kind because 
the dog is not spotted as a mad 
dog and may be approached and 
handled when suddenly it will snap 
and the damage Is done. The ‘‘fu­ 
rious’' form in which the dog is ex­ 
cited and restless and finally be­ 
comes very agitated and goes on 
a snapping and biting spree occurs 
in 80 per cent of instances. Fre-
